LESSON:   Social 

 

Class Level:   Beginner 

 

Class Length:   2 Hours 

 

Lesson Objective:  Discuss with a teacher, a child’s progress in school 

 

Enabling Skills:  Grammar:  questions 

  Vocal:  bad, good, grades, behaviors, assignments 

 

Materials and Equipment: Sample of report card 

  Overhead 

  PowerPoint 

 

Warm-Up/Review:  Ask them about their kids 

  Ask for their experiences with school teachers 

 

Introduction:  Elicit things they might experience talking with a teacher

LESSON:   Restaurants 

 

Class Level:   Beginner – Intermediate 

 

Class Length:   1 Week 

 

Lesson Objective: Order meals in a restaurant and communicate with the server 

  Preferences for preparation of food and condiments needed 

 

Enabling Skills: Vocabulary (menu items, ways food is prepared, restaurant 

phrases) 

 

Materials and Equipment: Pictures of food 

  Menus 

  Practice props 

  Materials to create menu 

 

Warm-Up/Review:  Share menus from various restaurants 

 

Introduction:  Isolate specific food (menu) items for vocabulary

Class Level:   Intermediate 

 

Class Length:   2 Hours 

 

Lesson Objective: Find suitable location and type of housing for yourself and/or 

family 

 

Enabling Skills:  Apartment, house, trailer, hotel, shelter, room, tent, etc. 

 

Materials and Equipment: Oxford directory 

  Photos 

  Copies of want ads 

 

Warm-Up/Review:  Whole class discussions finding photos 

 

Introduction:  Picture of family looking at apartment, give background
